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All is not lost for GP 
circuit hopes

SILVERSTONE was handed a 
vital lifeline by FI boss Bernie 
Ecclestone during the weekend’s 
British Grand Prix. 

Last year the FIA (Federation 
Internationale de FAutomobile) 
announced that Donington Park 
would take over as host of the 
race, but the Leicestershire circuit 
has since been embroiled in 
problems over rent payment, 
casting initial doubt over its 
involvement. 

These problems have since been 
ironed out, but comments from 
Mr Ecclestone and FIA President 
Max Moseley suggested thoughts 
could be returning to Silverstone. 

Following a year of adamant 
denials, Mr Ecclestone admitted 
the race could stay at the 
Towcester-based circuit. 

The supremo said: “We’ve got an 
agreement with Donington, and I 
hope they can complete that 
agreement and do all the things 
they are supposed to do. 

“If they can’t, then for sure we 
will be back at Silverstone.” 

And Richard Phillips, managing 
director of Silverstone Circuits 
Limited, said: “There have been 
growing concerns over 
Donington Park’s ability to host 
the British Grand Prix, in 2010 
and beyond, but comments over 


the weekend from Mr Ecclestone 
and the FIA have been reassur¬ 
ing.” More than 300,000 fans 
attended the racing over the 
course of the weekend the high¬ 
est amount for 15 years. 

And Mr Phillips added: “The 
support for Silverstone and the 
British Grand Prix over the past 
three days - from fans, drivers and 
teams - has been overwhelming. 

“We have the best fans in the 
world and I sincerely hope to see 
them back at Silverstone next 
year.” 

Another person backing the 
Silverstone cause is Northampton 
South MP, Brian Binley. 

Mr Binley attended the event, 
won by German Sebestian Vettel, 
along with the Shadow Secretary 
of State for Culture, Media and 
Sport, Jeremy Hunt MP and Cllr 
Jim Harker, leader of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, with the intention of 
meeting with Mr Ecclestone and 
the President of the British Racing 
Driver’s Club (BRDC), Damon 
Hill, to stress the importance of 
the race to the area. 

Mr Binley said: “We did not meet 
up with Mr Ecclestone, but met 
with senior management of the 
BRDC. We thought it wise not to 
put political pressure on him with 
everything else going on. 

“I called upon Bernie Ecclestone 
to be big for Britain, and the 


announcement this weekend sug¬ 
gests that he can. I was immense¬ 
ly impressed with Silverstone and 
their organisation, right down to 
the minute details. 

“Donington has got a big moun¬ 
tain to climb.” 

Mr Ecclestone’s comments were 
not the only ones to capture 
headlines over the weekend as a 
fight for the future of FI took 
place in the Silverstone arena. 

Eight of the teams, under the 
banner of the Formula One Teams 
Association (FOTA), announced 
plans to form a break-away series 
following arguments over the 
FIA’s new rules for next year and 
proposed budget caps. 

Leaked FOTA plans even sug¬ 
gested Silverstone was being lined 
up as a venue for the planned 
series. 

But the two sides reached a last- 
ditch agreement yesterday. 

At a meeting of the World Motor 
Sport Council Mr Mosley 
announced a resolution had been 
reached surrounding the budget 
caps. 

The move means FI should sur¬ 
vive in its current format next 
year.

Royal Mail workers may take action by striking 


THOUSANDS of postal workers 
across the county may go on 
strike. 

The Communication Workers 
Union (CWU) is set to hold a bal¬ 
lot on strike action in 
Northamptonshire if the Royal 
Mail does not drop its introduc¬ 
tion of unagreed change and 
honour existing national agree¬ 
ments. 

Workers claim Royal Mail made 
unagreed changes to the compa¬ 
ny pension scheme which will 
cost postal workers £1000’s and 
make them work longer before 
being able to retire. 

CWU members also claim that 
‘agreements such as the atten¬ 
dance procedure and bullying 
and harassment are being 
abused as management add 
their own unagreed policies 
which postal workers say are 


intimidatory and tantamount to 
bullying and harassment.’ 

On top of that it is currently 
demonstrating across the coun¬ 
try against Government plans to 
privatise the Royal Mail. 

Workers are due to visit 
Abington Street at 10.30am today 
to protest against the plans. 

Mick Fitzmaurice, CWU 
Branch Secretary for 
Northamptonshire, said: “Postal 
workers have had enough of 
management simply tearing up 
agreements and implementing 
unilateral changes to their work¬ 
ing terms and conditions. 

“The CWU has recently discov¬ 
ered that management has cut 
further the number of jobs that 
will be available at the new mail 
centre and that overtime oppor¬ 
tunities will be at least ten per 
cent less than currently avail¬ 


able. Postal workers at the 
National Distribution Centre 
(NDC) in Crick are already due to 
be balloted for unagreed 
changes to driving duties and the 
misapplication of existing agree¬ 
ments. 

“Delivery offices are also likely 
to be balloted if management 
continues to bring in change 
without the involvement of the 
union and its membership. 

“It is a fact that Royal Mail 
nationally has accelerated its 
hostility towards postal workers 
and its blatant disregard of exist¬ 
ing national agreements. 

“It is inevitable that all postal 
workers will be balloted for 
industrial action if these man¬ 
agers are not reigned in and told 
to honour their existing agree¬ 
ments and commitments to 
postal workers.” 


MPs expenses at 
last made public

AFTER months of controversy, 
MPs expenses have finally been 
revealed to the public. 

Members of Parliament from 
all over the country have faced a 
very public grilling into what 
they have claimed in a campaign 
which has claimed Commons 
Speaker, Michael Martin. 

The H&P gave a breakdown of 
Northamptonshire’s MPs on May 
14, revealing the spending of 
Sally Keeble (£146,712), Brian 
Binley (£143,106), Phil Hope 
(£157,646), Peter Bone 
(£158,669) and Philip Hollobone 
(£47,737). 

Mrs Keeble, MP for 
Northampton North revealed 
her expenses on her website, 
claiming she had nothing to 
hide. 

She said: “I think we have now 
got to move on. 

“If the hours of MPs were 
changed, it would make it much 
easier for people to commute to 
London, especially from 
Northampton. 

“We would be able to live our 
lives like everybody else, and it 


would keep us out of the little 
Westminster bubble. It would 
make it much better and we 
wouldn’t need these allowances.” 

Mr Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, said the 
system needs wholesale 
changes, but believes that most 
Members have not broken any 
rules. 

He said: “I think most MPs have 



been as open and as honest with 
their expenses claims as possi¬ 
ble. 

“We all play by the rules, and 
most people have done that but 
it is clear that the rules weren’t 
good enough. 

“We need an independent 
office to deal with the expenses 
and we need claims to be 
revealed as soon as possible.”

THE much loved figure of John 
Gardner has died aged 79. 

The former town Mayor, who 
was also the Deputy Lieutenant 
of the County and an avid 
Northampton Town fan, passed 
away on Saturday 

He was awarded the British 
Empire Medal for charity 
fundraising in October 1990, was 
a member of the Royal Society of 
Arts and even dressed up as 
Bubbles the Clown and Father 
Christmas for children in the 
town. 

Mr Gardner, dubbed Mr 
Northampton, originally worked 
in the town’s shoe industry and 
was town mayor in 1975. Serving 
as both a borough and county 
councillor he went on to become 
the chairman of the county 
council in 1996. 

MP Brian Binley said: “He was a 
great friend of mine for a long 
time. We used to go to away 
matches for Northampton Town 
together. I would take him and 
he would provide the buns. 

“He had a heart as big as a bus 
and it was all golden. I was 
immensely fond of him and he 
was a great person. 

“He was a working class, 
Northampton lad who did every¬ 
thing for the town. 

“He used to play Father 
Christmas for all the kids and 
was a great character, a great 
Cobblers supporter and he will 
be greatly missed.” 

Chairman of Northampton 
Town, David Cardoza said: “This 
is very sad news indeed. I knew 
John both personally and profes¬ 
sionally and you will never meet 
a more honourable and decent 
gentleman. Myself and all of the 
many friends he had at Sixfields 
will miss him enormously.”

When the Herald & Post began 
life as the Northants Post in 1975, 
Mr Gardner was in his first spell 
as mayor and the paper’s 
founder and first editor, Tony 
Boullemier, remembers him 
well. 

He said: “When I presented my 
credentials at the Guildhall, no 
Mayor could have been more 
welcoming and encouraging. 

“When it came to posing for 
pictures, I’ve never met a more 
obliging official. He would do 
anything to illuminate a story 
and bring more fun, colour and 
publicity to the town or a worthy 
cause. 

“But he could be serious too. 
He was a tireless campaigner for 
causes and because he believed 
passionately in anything that 
was good for the town.”

11) regarding the glass collection. I had been of a mind to 
write myself, but like a lot of others I didn’t get round to it. 

As was pointed out, most people were happy to take bot¬ 
tles to one of the many collection banks, which as I seem to 
recall had Northamptonshire Borough Council stamped on 
them. 

We sorted glass into various colours, whereas now the 
binmen collect the glass all in the same bin. Why is there no 
longer any segregation? 

How many tonnes of glass were collected free of charge 
compared to this new costly collection? How would 49.34 
tonnes of glass have got into a landfill site as we are not 
allowed to put glass in household waste? 

If Daventry, a much smaller council, can collect plastic, 
glass and metal why couldn’t the council have just added 
the glass to our blue bin collection without robbing us of 
our green waste collection? And how much did the black 
bins for glass cost us? 

I think it is about time the council was made to justify its 
action.

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Car park mechanic 
banned from work

A BUSINESSMAN who continu¬ 
ally used residents parking bays 
as a car workshop has been 
given a six-month injunction 
banning him from working on 
vehicles in car parks. 

Jason Masters, of no fixed 
abode, appeared at Northamp¬ 
ton County Court on Thursday 
accused of being a persistent 
nuisance to people living in Rye 
Hill. 

Over the last twelve months Mr 
Masters had been using resident 
parking bays and resident car 
parks in the area as a workshop 
for his car mechanic business. 

The 41-year-old had been 
parking cars and other vehicles 
while he carried out mechanical 
work on the vehicles to prepare 
them for scrapping. 


People living in the area con¬ 
tacted Northampton Borough 
Council to report the problem 
and raise concerns about the 
noise, smell and environmental 
damage. 

There were also complaints Mr 
Masters could become aggres¬ 
sive and intimidating which left 
residents feeling unsafe. 

Council officers discovered evi¬ 
dence to show Mr Masters had 
used flat bed lorries, trucks and 
other vehicles to block other 
people from using the parking 
areas. 

After he refused to stop the 
council sought an injunction to 
prevent him from continuing to 
work on vehicles in the area or 
cause a nuisance to residents 
and visitors on the estate. 

Councillor Paul Varnsverry, 
cabinet member for communi¬ 
ties said: “It can just take one 


selfish individual to blight the 
lives of an entire neighbour¬ 
hood. This injunction will make 
a world of difference to the peo¬ 
ple who live in the area. No one 
should feel as though they can¬ 
not park near their home or 
invite visitors over for fear of 
harassment.”

This is the view of Julie 
Furnival, Motorsport and High 
Performance Engineering 
Sector Manager from North¬ 
amptonshire Enterprise 
Limited (NEL). 

Over the last six months, NEL 
has compiled a strategy docu¬ 
ment to sustain the motorsport 
industry in the county. 

The paper looks to demon¬ 
strate the importance of the 
sector and ways in which sup¬ 
port will be provided to help 
ensure the industry achieves 
its aims. 

Mrs Furnival said: “The docu¬ 
ment shows where the industry 
expects to be in the next five 
years, how they can sustain 
themselves and what we can 
do to help them. We want feed¬ 
back from everyone. 

“In Formula One, there have 
been a lot of talks of budget 


cuts, but often with cuts it 
comes down to job cuts. It is all 
about supporting the supply 
chain, and Northamptonshire 
is the supply chain.” 

One of the ideas could be 
diversifying into other indus¬ 
tries. 

“If you take Cosworth for 
example, they were the biggest 
supplier of engines in Formula 
One, then they lost their con¬ 
tracts and they diversified,” 
said Mrs Furnival. 

“They are now more of an 
aerospace company, and ironi¬ 
cally are being bought back 
into FI. 

“Aerospace and defence is a 
huge industry. If an FI car has a 
problem, they can make 
changes and have the new 
parts working on the car the 
next day. 

“Soldiers in Afghanistan need 
these people, their knowledge 
and expertise at their disposal, 


they need a quick turnaround.” 

Last week, the H&P reported 
the loss of the British Grand 
Prix could cost the county 
more than £50million, but Mrs 
Furnival firmly believes the 
industry will continue to be a 
driving force. 

She said: “It is the biggest race 
of the year, but in 2007, we 
counted the number of motor¬ 
sport events taking place and 
there was at least one for every 
day. 

“Donington is the nearest 
track where FI could be held, 
and it is close enough for it not 
to affect the county.”

Police were concerned how¬ 
ever that crime had increased 
on previous years. 

Chief Inspector Tom 
Thompson said: “A large num¬ 


ber of tent thefts were report¬ 
ed on Thursday night going 
into Friday before our crime 
operation had been bedded in 
but two men have been arrest¬ 
ed in connection with these 
thefts. The number of crimes 
in total has been higher than 
in recent years, but then so too 
were the crowds attending the 
event.”

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Company lost 
cash in MP rent 

MP Brian Binley has published fig¬ 
ures showing the company he 
owned made a loss by renting a flat 
to him. 

Last week the Northampton 
South member came under fire 
after a report in the Daily 
Telegraph revealed he had claimed 
more than £50,000 of taxpayers 
money in expenses on a Pimlico 
flat owned by BCC Communic¬ 
ations, the company he founded. 

A change in House of Commons 
rules in April 2006 stated that such 
arrangements should no longer be 
allowed, but the MP continued to 
claim £1,500 in rent until an appeal 
against the decision was dismissed 
in April this year. 

Mr Binley said he had actually 
saved taxpayers money as it would 
have cost him more to rent a flat 
elsewhere. He said he had not had 
to pay for gas, water, electricity, 
council tax or furniture on the 
Pimlico residence. And on 
Thursday figures revealed BCC 
Communications actually made a 
loss of £38,200 by renting the flat to 
company director Mr Binley. 

The figures showed that BCC paid 
an initial £15,000 in stamp duty, 
£4,000 in legal costs and £9,000 for 
furnishings when it bought the flat 
in December 2005 for £345,000. 

Mr Binley also claims the compa¬ 
ny paid £57,600 on an interest only 
mortgage, about £3,000 in council 
tax, £1,200 in water rates and 
£2,400 in gas and electric over a 
three year period. 

This adds up to a total of £92,200. 

During that time Mr Binley paid 
£54,000 in rent to the company.

A NEW feature is set to make a splash in 
Northampton’s Market Square. 

Northampton Borough Council pro¬ 
posed that a fountain be built in the 
square on Wednesday, June 17 at a meet¬ 
ing with market traders.

Earlier this year people were asked 
what they thought of plans to change the 
Market Square, with one of the features 
most requested in the consultation being 
a water feature. 

Work on the Market Square started in 
March and has already seen the creation 
of a new large events area, used to host a 
celebration of motor sports this week¬ 
end. 

The ongoing project is now looking at 
improving the main entrance to become 
a welcoming place for shoppers and visi¬ 
tors to meet, rest and enjoy. 

Cllr Richard Church, borough council 
cabinet member for regeneration, said: 
“The Market Square is the heart of our 
town centre and regeneration work is 
already creating a new energy. There is 
still a lot of work to do, and I am delight¬ 
ed to share our ideas for the entrance 
with the traders today. 

“I want to see the Market Square 


become a place for everyone. The 
entrance is where people form their first 
impression of the area, and perhaps the 
town centre as a whole. 

“What we are proposing will see the 
entrance to the Market become a wel¬ 
coming area for people to spend time 
and relax.” 

If given approval, work on building the 
fountain could start in January 20 JO.

Bridge plunge drink driver 
causes £50,000 damage 


A LORRY driver whose vehi¬ 
cle ploughed through a 
bridge and into the River 
Nene has escaped with a 
fine. 

Lajos Varadi, 38, from 
Hungary appeared at 
Northampton Magistrates 
Court last Wednesday after 
his vehicle had plunged off 
the side of the Bedford Road. 

He was fined just £350 after 
pleading guilty to drink driv¬ 
ing. He had registered 78 
micrograms of alcohol in J00 
millilitres of blood when 
tested at Weston Favell 
police station after being 
treated at hospital. 

Although the legal limit is 
80mg, Varadi admitted the 
charge saying he had been 


drinking the night before the 
accident. 

Varadi had to swim to safe¬ 
ty after his vehicle crashed 
into the river last Tuesday 
morning. He was fined £350 
and ordered to pay £55 in 
court costs and a £T5 victim 
surcharge. He was also dis¬ 
qualified from driving in the 
UK for T8 months. 

It took police and fire offi¬ 
cers until 8.30am to clear up 
the wreckage and re-open 
the A428. 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council has since revealed 
repairs will cost up to 
£50,000 and will need to be 
claimed on the council’s 
insurance policy.

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ARGUMENTS over the future of the sport and that of Silverstone may have blighted 
the weekend’s motorsport for some, but for petrolhead TOBY LOCK there’s nothing 
better than the roar of the British GP. 


Weekend

FOR fans, race day is the high 
point of the weekend. 

Although the 5am alarm instant¬ 
ly sparks the ‘why am I doing this’ 
thoughts, they are quickly 
replaced with excitement and 
anticipation of who is going to 
win. 

Arriving early at the Grand Prix is 
essential to absorb the atmos¬ 
phere, avoid the traffic, and get the 
first bacon rolls of the day. 

As you get settled on the grass 
mounds, people-watching is a 
great past-time. 

Parents and their children 
decked head-to-toe in their 
McLaren merchandise, older fans 
wearing their Nigel Mansell shirts 
and the Brits in their Union Jack 
hats, shirts, trousers and painted 
faces. 

The bars open at 7am, but the 
early start does nothing to put 
people off getting the first pints of 
the day in. 

Merchandise stands are getting 
busier - more of this season’s 
Brawn GP hats and shirts are get¬ 
ting sold, and it is still only 9am. 

As more people file through the 
gates, fans amble into their grand¬ 
stands to see the support races 
ahead of the main event. 

After the first fix of the day’s 
action, nearly 100,000 people have 
arrived and queuing up for the toi¬ 
let becomes a ten-minute job. 

The Drivers Parade gives the fans 
a chance to see their heroes with¬ 
out their helmets on, some even 
waving to the packed grandstands 
while stood on the back of a 
flatbed lorry being driven around 
the circuit. 

As tension rises, the adrenaline 
kicks in for the Red Arrows air dis¬ 
play (pictured below) before the 
longest 30 minutes of the week¬ 
end.

The cars seem to be on the grid 
for an eternity before the forma¬ 
tion lap and the next 60 laps pass 
within a blink of the lights going 
out to start the race. 

Television coverage only goes so 
far in showing the fans what hap¬ 
pens on the track, but as is often 
the case, the battle for the lead is 
not the most exciting action. 

Battles throughout the field pass 
every 80 seconds, with the Toyota 
rapidly catching the Ferrari with 
every lap. 

Although Sebastian Vettel has 
dominated the field and won 



comfortably, Jenson Button’s last 
ditch push to overtake Nico 
Rosberg has the British crowd urg¬ 
ing him on with every turn, and 
although he finished 16th, Lewis 
Hamilton still receives the loudest 
cheers from the fans who see him 
racing with his heart on his sleeve. 

While some rush off to sit in the 
traffic jams, others wait and recov¬ 
er from the last two hours with a 
few more beers and another burg¬ 
er before crossing the track for a 
photo on the starting grid and in 
the pit lane. 

Silverstone’s annual Grand Prix 
Party lets the fans show their 
appreciation for the drivers, who 
come on stage without the pres¬ 
sures of corporate responsibility 
they are so used, to have fun and 
let their hair down. 

Live music from the Counterfeit 
Stones and a field full of empty 
Fosters cans wrap up an exciting, 
adrenaline-fuelled, exhausting 
but absolutely-worth-every- 

penny weekend.

EVER wondered what a police community 
support officer does? JULIE FISHER finds out. 

public feel a little bit safer that there’s a mem¬ 
ber of the police family out and about on 
patrol. 

“Hopefully it gives them a feeling of more 
security. We are the eyes and ears of the area. 

“People who we talk to have come to know us 
and trust us and tell us things and hope that 
things get done. 

“Very often it does because we work with the 
council and other agencies, so if they report 
something to us which isn’t necessarily a police 
matter we can pass it on to the relevant agency. 
“We pick up jobs to do from our control room. 
“A lot of that is to do with anti-social behav¬ 
iour, low-level crimes and low-level things 
which we can deal with.” 

Being a PCSO, Wendy explains, is a varied 
role. 

The team has certain priorities to work on in 
their particular area, but these change every so 
often when the joint action group meets to set 
the targets. PCSOs are instantly recognisable 
out on the streets with their light blue uniform. 

Apart from patrols and visits to victims of 
crime they also get to play an active part in the 
communities they serve. 

During her patrol, Wendy will visit shopkeep¬ 
ers and businesses and speak to people on her 
route. 

And with the school holidays only a few weeks 
away, Wendy will be spending time chatting

The police community support officer is one 
of the team covering the Delapre, Far Cotton 
and Briar Hill areas of Northampton. 

PCSOs are part of the safer community teams 
which work throughout the county to help in 
the fight against crime. 

She said: “We do high visibility patrols for 
public reassurance so it means the general 




with youngsters before they break up. She said: 
“We’ve got five primary schools on our area and 
a secondary school, Abbeyfield, and several 
nurseries and I’ve been to all of the schools 
over the years. 

“Three school visits are planned between now 
and the end of term. 

“Two of the schools have asked me to talk in 
assemblies to do with safety before the children 
break up for the summer holidays and one has 
asked me to go into year six to talk about theft. 

“When they get to year six they are ten to 11 
and ten is the age in criminal law of responsi¬ 
bility so once they are ten they can be arrested. 

“Although not many ten year olds are arrested 
it’s nice to go and give them a talking to about 
getting involved in crime.” 

PCSOs have been serving in Northampton¬ 
shire for about four years and retiring chief 
constable Peter Maddison described the setting 
up of the safer community teams they operate

THERE was something surreal about 
watching Brixworth Cricket Club this 
weekend. 

Spectators at the club’s picturesque 
new ground just north of Northampton 
would have seen a tall, rangy Australian 
fast bowler racing in from one end. 

From the other, a burly Englishman of 
West Indian origin tore in. 

Nothing unusual so far you might 
think, until I tell you the names of these 
bowlers. 

Jason Gillespie and Devon Malcolm 
played 111 test matches between them, 
taking an impressive 387 wickets. 

Opposing Northamptonshire Cricket 
Academy batsman would have been 
justifiably nervous before heading out 
to the crease. 

But then playing alongside and 
against former first class cricket stars is 
not something entirely new for these 
young cricketers. 

For the Northamptonshire Cricket 
League Premier Division also plays 
hosts to former Zimbabwean interna¬ 
tional Dion Ebrahim and Sri Lankan test 
all-rounder Chamila Gamage. And ex- 
Northamptonshire star David Ripley 
leads the current Academy side. 

But Dizzy, as the Adelaide born pace- 
man is known, is a class ahead of even 
these stars. 

Gillespie, still only 34 and fresh from 
three seasons of county cricket with 
Yorkshire and Glamorgan, took 259 
wickets in 71 matches wearing the green 
and gold. 

He was part of an Australian side that 
was largely unbeatable. So what per¬ 
suaded the Sydney born paceman to the 
unusual surrounds of Brixworth? 

Malcolm has been a fixture at the club 
in recent years and Gillespie was per¬ 
suaded to join after playing a match for 
exhibition side Lashings alongside the 
former England paceman. 

He is set to play for Brixworth for two 
or three weeks prior to taking up media 
commitments for the England versus 
Australia Ashes series. 

Brixworth vice-chairman Andy Roper 
said: “With the Ashes coming up it was a 
fairly unique opportunity. 

“Devon played a Lashings game and 
Jason was also playing. Jason let it slip 
that he has two or three weeks free 
before his Ashes commitments. 

“It is a very good standard in the 
league and both Devon and lason 
would admit their best days are behind 
them, but I would be surprised if there 
is a better attack than that. 

“Not many attacks can boast nigh on 
400 test wickets.” 

But despite all that experience it was 
the Academy boys who came through. 

Brixworth scored 245-7, with Gillespie 
hitting a quickfire 19 - including two 
fours and a six - but Robert Newton’s 94 
helped his young side to victory. 

Malcolm tore in to take 2-59 and 
Gillespie helped himself to 3-67, but 
with the Ashes on the horizon it seems 
the future of English cricket - in 
Northants at least - is in safe hands.

CL: There’s a lot of 20/20 
going on at the moment. 
What do you think of the 
cricket world cup? 

JG: I’m looking forward 
to seeing the Ashes actu¬ 
ally. 

Having played ICL, 
there’s been a lot of 20/20 
on recently. Bring on the 
real stuff. 

20/20 is pure entertain¬ 
ment. It brings young 
people into the game. 

It definitely has its 


place, but I like my test 
cricket. 

CL: Are you going to go 
for the typically 
Australian 5-0 predic¬ 
tion? 

JG: No - I think there 
will be some rain around 
so I’m going for 3-0. 

I’m not one to go 
against my country, but 
all joking aside I think it 
is going to be a very 
interesting series. 

The team that wins 
important moments will 
win it. Test cricket is 
about patience and you 
have to hang in longest 
and you will come out on 
top.

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Same sex accommodation 
as standard at Berrywood 


Phase one of Northampton's new 
multi-million pound mental health 
hospital, Berrywood has been 
open for six months, with 
same-sex accommodation as 
standard throughout the complex. 

The new Northamptonshire Healthcare 
NHS Foundation Trust development will 
eventually replace both the Pendered 
Centre on Berrywood Road and the 
nearby Princess Marina Hospital to 
provide fully integrated, modern hospital 
facilities for adults and older people with 
mental health problems. 

As part of the £35m development 
Berrywood Hospital will not contain the 
old-fashioned dormitory wards but will 
focus on patient facilities, in particular 
respecting patients’ privacy and dignity 
by providing same-sex accommodation 
throughout. When complete, the new 


complex will offer 125 beds in single 
en-suite rooms, along with group therapy 
rooms, an academic library and other 
facilities, all set in landscaped gardens. 

The new hospital, due for completion in 
May 2010, is being built as a Private 
Finance Initiative (PFI). The Trust's 
partners in the scheme include project 
company Investors in the Community, 
construction contractors Balfour Beatty, 
and Kier Facilities Management. 

The design of the new hospital has 
involved extensive consultation with staff 
and service users. It will have many 
innovative features, including curved 
internal walls within ward areas and 
conservatories at the end of bedroom 
clusters, making the most of natural light 
and ventilation. 

The new development is being built on 
the site of the current Pendered Centre in 


two phases to ensure that patient 
services can continue while the new 
complex is being built. 

Phase one of the new hospital, the four 
adult mental health wards, was handed 
over to Northamptonshire Healthcare in 
December last year. This phase includes 
two treatment and recovery wards, Bay 
Ward and Cove Ward (17 beds each), 
Harbour Ward admissions unit (12 beds) 
and the Marina psychiatric intensive care 
unit (7 beds). 

Chairman of the Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust, John 
Peet said: "Respecting privacy and 
dignity has always been a priority in 
mental health and we will continue to 
work to improve it, ensuring the facilities 
reflect the best possible levels of care for 
our patients.” 


Leading the way in patient privacy and dignity 


Here Lynn Andrews, Assistant 
Director of Nursing and Patient 
Care at NHS East Midlands, the 
Strategic Health Authority, 
answers some of the most 
commonly asked questions 
relating to same-sex 
accommodation: 



What is same-sex 
accommodation and why 
does it matter? 

If you’re a patient in hospital or visiting a 
friend or relative your main concern is 
immediate treatment and a speedy 
recovery. You have told us that your 
privacy and dignity is also important. 
This is why as part of a privacy and 
dignity drive in our hospitals, NHS 
organisations in the East Midlands are 
working hard to eliminate mixed-sex 
accommodation and provide same-sex 
accommodation for patients. 

What is meant by same-sex 
accommodation? 

Same-sex accommodation is where 
sleeping areas, toilet and washing 
facilities are designated as either 
men-only or women-only. This means 
that men and women shouldn’t be in 
beds next to each other and toilets should 
be clearly labelled for men’s and 
women’s use. Disabled toilets and 
washrooms can be used by either men 
or women as they can require specialist 
equipment or facilities. 

Sleeping facilities 

Sleeping facilities in same-sex 


accommodation can be provided in a 
number of ways including; same-sex 
wards, where the whole ward is occupied 
by men or women only; single rooms for 
one patient, or wards where men and 
women are in separate bays within that 
ward. In this instance a solid partition 
will be used as a privacy screen to 
separate men and women. 

Toilet and washing facilities 

Toilet and washing facilities should be 
clearly labelled and easily accessible - 
ideally, either inside or next to the ward, 
bay or room. Patients should not need to 
pass through the same room as the 
opposite sex or use toilet and washing 
facilities designated for use by the 
opposite sex. 

Why is same-sex 
accommodation so 
important? 

Going to hospital can be a worry and we 
understand patients are obviously 
anxious about the procedures they’re 
having. You have told us that being in 
mixed-sex accommodation can be 
uncomfortable, compromising your 
privacy and dignity at a time when you 
may already be feeling vulnerable. The 
most common concerns include physical 
exposure, being in an embarrassing 
situation or other patients overhearing 
sensitive conversations. It is for these 
reasons that NHS organisations in the 
East Midlands are making excellent 
progress towards providing same-sex 
accommodation and improving the 
experience of patients. 

When admitted to an NHS 
hospital within the East 
Midlands what changes 
could I see? 

You should know that every effort is 
being made to provide same-sex 
accommodation. A member of staff can 
help put your mind at ease whether 
you’re a patient or if you’re concerned 
about a friend or relative. 

Same-sex sleeping, toilet and washing 
facilities should be clearly shown via new 
signage which is going up in many of the 
region’s hospitals. New bathrooms and 
toilet facilities are being installed 
providing more facilities. Changes to 


wards include the use of privacy film, full 
height partitions and the installation of 
doors on open bays. 

Sometimes there will be situations where 
there is no alternative to men and women 
sharing facilities, for instance where 
patients need urgent or highly specialised 
care such as intensive care. This is 
because your care is paramount and our 
first priority is getting you better. We 
know from speaking to patients that you 
understand reasons why sharing facilities 
may happen. If this is the case, then staff 
on the ward will explain why and when 
your move to same-sex accommodation 
is possible. 

While there is still some work to be done, 
the vast majority of our hospitals have 
already made good progress toward 
providing same-sex accommodation. 
This is to ensure that all our patients have 
the best possible experience while in our 
care. 

What can 1 do to find out if I 
will have same-sex 
accommodation? 

If you’re about to be admitted to hospital 
and you want to confirm that your 
accommodation will be same-sex, please 
call the hospital’s admissions department 
or ask a member of staff. 

Alternatively log onto 
www.eastmidlands.nhs.uk and follow 
links to all the NHS websites in the 
region. 


Look out for more 
same-sex accommodation 
information 

To help explain about same-sex 
accommodation to patients and their 
visitors a range of materials have 
been launched. Posters, pull-up 
banners, leaflets and bookmarks will 
be in NHS facilities across the East 
Midlands and advertising will be 
appearing in local newspapers. 

All of which feature NHS staff from 
the region. 

In Northamptonshire a leaflet will be 
delivered to homes in the county 
explaining more about 
accommodation in the county’s NHS 
hospitals.

Handy hints for when eating outdoors 



THE warm weather means lots of people 
will be planning barbecues. 

They can be one of the best ways to 
socialise with friends and family but 
beware of making sure any food cooked 
outside is thoroughly done or you are at 
risk of food poisoning. 

Advice from Northamptonshire 
Primary Care Trust reads: ‘Each year it is 
estimated that as many as 5.5 million 
people in the UK may suffer from food 
borne illnesses - that’s one in ten people. 
And not surprisingly the numbers rise 
during the warmer summer months. 

‘Summer weather is a perfect 
breeding ground for bacteria, so at this 
time of year it is especially important to 
make sure foods are kept at the correct 
temperature until you are ready to eat 
them. 

‘It is not just the storage of food that 
can cause food poisoning, but bacteria 
can spread during preparation and 
cooking, not least when the food is 
being barbecued.’ 

Here are some top tips to help you 
prepare your food safely during the long 
hot summer days from the PCT: 

■ Always make sure you cook chicken, 
pork, burgers, sausages and kebabs until 
they’re piping hot all the way through, 
and ensure that none of the meat is pink 
and any juices run clear. 

■ If you’re barbecuing for lots of 
people, cook meat indoors and finish it 
off on the barbecue for added flavour. 

■ Remember, when you reheat food 
on the barbecue, always make sure it’s 
piping hot all the way through before 
serving. 

Also: 

■ Wait until the charcoal is glowing 
red, before you start to cook. 

■ Make sure frozen food is properly 
thawed before you cook it. 

■ Turn the food regularly, and move it 
around the barbecue, to cook it evenly. 

■ Check that the centre of the food is 
piping hot. 

■ Don’t assume that if meat is charred 
on the outside that it will be cooked 
properly on the inside. 

■ Keep raw meat away from ready-to- 
eat food and always wash your hands 
and utensils thoroughly afterwards. 
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Stay protected from 
the sun’s harmful rays 

IT’S always good to see the sun in the 
summer months, but how many of us think 
about protecting our skin from harmful 
rays? 

Northamptonshire Primary Care Trust has 
advice for people on making sure we stay 
safe while we’re outdoors. 

It reads: ‘We all need some sun exposure; 
it’s our primary source of vitamin D, which 
helps us absorb calcium for stronger, 
healthier bones. 

‘But it doesn’t take much time in the sun 
for most people to get the vitamin D they 
need, and unprotected exposure to the sun’s 
ultraviolet rays can cause skin damage, eye 
damage, immune system suppression, and 
even cancer. 

‘Skin cancer is a growing concern in the 
UK, around 62,000 cases of melanoma are 
diagnosed every year and among young 
people it is the third most common form of 
cancer. 

‘Five Smart Sun Messages to help you and 
your family stay safe in the sun. 

■ Stay in the shade between 11am - 3pm 

■ Make sure you never burn 

■ Always cover up with a t-shirt, wide 
brimmed hat and sunglasses 

■ Remember to take extra care with 
children 

■ Then use factor 15 plus sunscreen’ 




Predictions show were in 
for a warmer summer 


GOOD news - we’re in for some proper summer 
weather this year according to the Met Office. 

Its long range forecasts have revealed the season’s 
temperatures across the UK are likely to be warmer 
than average and rainfall near or below average. 

Chief meteorologist at the Met Office, Ewen 
McCallum, said: “After two disappointingly-wet 
summers, the signs are much more promising this year. 

“We can expect times when temperatures will be 
above 30°c, something we hardly saw at all this year.” 

The forecast is for a drier and warmer summer than 
average but doesn’t rule out some heavy downpours. 

“It is, however, unlikely we’ll see the amount of rain 
we had in 2007 and 2008.” 

Government services director, Rob Varley, said: “Our 
long range forecasts are proving useful to a range of 
people, such as emergency planners and the water 
industry, in order to help them plan ahead. 

“They are not forecasts which can be used to plan a 
summer holiday or inform an outdoor event.”

Home information packs putting off buyers 


HOME information packs 
(HIPs) are deterring home- 
owners from putting their 
property up for sale, stunt¬ 
ing market recovery, estate 
agents believe. 

A survey of members by 
the National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) 
revealed that one in ten 
agents believed that the 
number of people selling 
would double if HIPs were 
taken off the market. 

A fifth of all agents 
believed the number of sell¬ 
ers would increase by 20 to 
25 per cent. And a stagger¬ 
ing 91 per cent were 
adamant customers paid 
little or no attention to the 
controversial packs anyway. 

In April, the average estate 
agent had 67 properties 
available to sell, compared 
with 84 in April 2008 and 
100 in December. 

Peter Bolton King, chief 


executive of NAEA, said: 
“The housing market has 
seen a number of positive 
signs in 2009, particularly 
an increased demand for 
property and more sales 
being completed. 

“However, this will be 
unsustainable without a 
steady supply of housing. 
HIPs are controversial and 
in the NAEA’s opinion, rela¬ 
tively useless. That is bad 


enough, but these figures 
suggest professional agents 
believe they are actively 
harming the market. 

“The Government should 
look at scrapping these 
packs, at least until the mar¬ 
ket recovers. At that stage 
they should be reviewed. 
The NAEA would be happy 
to offer its professional 
opinion as to the best way 
forward.” 



Town’s on negative equity map 


HOMEOWNERS in the 
town are suffering most 
from the property crises, 
according to a mortgage 
ratings agency. 

The survey from property 
experts Fitch showed near¬ 
ly one in six ‘prime’ mort¬ 


gages in the UK have fallen 
into negative equity. Fitch 
found Northampton, Nott¬ 
ingham, Derby and Pet¬ 
erborough were the areas 
with the highest concen¬ 
tration of negative equity. 

In Northampton, 23.6 per 


cent of mortgages are now 
bigger than the value of the 
property they were used to 
buy. Sunderland finished 
top of the table with its SRI 
postcode having 43.7 per 
cent of houses in negative 
equity.

Victory needed 
without Monty 


NORTHANTS head to Taunton tonight 
needing a win to keep their place at the 
top of the Twenty20 Cup Mid¬ 
land/Wales/West Division. 

Tuesday’s two wicket defeat at home to 
Gloucestershire, coupled with wins for 
today’s opponents Somerset and War¬ 
wickshire, mean the Steelbacks are now 
in a three-way tie at the top of the group. 

Ian Harvey’s 43 got Northants off to a 
good start against the Gladiators at Wan¬ 
tage Road, but from 84-2 they collapsed 
to 133 all out. 

Gloucestershire’s Grant Hodnett then 
smashed 60 off 49 balls, including three 
sixes, but with the visitors losing wickets 
at regular intervals the match went into 
a tense final over. 

Needing just three to win, Gloucester¬ 
shire’s Kadeer Ali sealed victory off the 
penultimate ball of the game to move 
his side off the bottom of the table. 

The Steelbacks still lead the way on net 
run rate, but all three sides are equal on 
ten points, with Warwickshire having 
played one game more. 

With rain forecast for Friday and Sun¬ 
day, Northants will be determined to get 
the victory that would put them within 
touching distance of a place in the last 
eight. 

As well as reaching the knock-out 
stages of the tournament, it would also 
guarantee the team a place in the top 
division of next year’s P20 league. 

Meanwhile, spinner Monty Panesar 
was named in England’s 16-man pre- 
Ashes training squad when it was 
announced on Monday. 

Panesar was named along with former 


Northants all-rounder Graeme Swann 
and Yorkshire’s Adil Rashid as the spin 
options for the series against the Aus¬ 
tralians. 

The slow left armer has not played test 
cricket since the draw against the West 
Indies in Port of Spain back in March, 
missing out when England hosted the 
Windies. 

Panesar has also struggled for form in 
the County Championship with 
Northants, taking just six wickets in six 
games at an average of 86.66 so far this 
season. 

But the 27-year-old may get a chance 
to stake a claim for a place in the Eng¬ 
land team after being picked in the 12- 
man squad for their three-day friendly 
against Warwickshire, starting onfuly 1. 

Northants head coach David Capel 
said: “I was pleased to see his inclusion 
in the side. He hasn’t taken as many 
wickets as he would have liked, but then 
again many spinners haven’t this sea¬ 
son. 

“There haven’t been as many turning 
pitches and some players have said that 
the Tiflex balls that we are using in the 
second division aren’t spinning as 
much. 

“Over the last ten days to two weeks 
Monty has been more like his old self. 
The selection has given him a lift as has 
his involvement in our Twenty20 Cup 
success. 

“It wouldn’t surprise me if he goes in 
and performs at the level we know he 
can. If he gets the breaks, which he has¬ 
n’t done in the past year, then he could 
easily go on from there.”

It was the first time this year that Bar¬ 
richello has finished ahead of Button. 

He said: “I’m really proud of the third 
place we achieved. It’s been a tough week¬ 
end for the team and we knew that if the 
track temperatures didn’t increase, then it 


would be incredibly difficult to beat the 
Red Bulls. 

“The car has been well balanced and we 
certainly haven’t lost performance since 
the last race, it’s just that we have suffered 
badly in the cool conditions with our tyre 
temperatures. 

“I had a good start to maintain second, 
but Sebastian then disappeared in front of 
me and we knew that we were competing 
for third.”

PHIL Dowson admitted he was left stunned 
after Ireland A beat the England Saxons 49-22 
to claim their first ever Churchill Cup title. 

New Saints signing Dowson led the Saxons, 
with Stephen Myler starting at fly half and 
Shane Geraghty included among the replace¬ 
ments for the final at Dick’s Sporting Goods 
Park in Denver. 

But it was an Ireland team, captained by fel¬ 
low Northampton player Neil Best, with 
James Downey on the bench, that claimed the 
title. 

The Saxons captain said: “I’m shell shocked. 
We took a pasting and there are no excuses. It 
wasn’t a pretty sight at all. 

“We just didn’t look after our ball whereas in 


contrast Ireland A did. We didn’t work hard 
enough at the breakdown and we have 
learned some harsh lessons today.” 

Myler kicked 12 points for England, putting 
the Saxons into an early 6-0 lead with his 
boot. But they had no answer to a rampant 
Ireland side that ran in five tries. 

A fiery encounter saw both teams have a 
man sin binned on the half hour for fighting, 
while Best was also given ten minutes on the 
sidelines for hands on the ball in the ruck. 

Courtney Lawes was also on the losing side 
as England Under-20s suffered a defeat to 
New Zealand in the final of the Junior World 
Championship for the second year in a row. 

The Saints second row started for England 
as they were trounced 44-28 in the Tokyo 
final.

Bring on the German GP 

GIANCARLO Fisichella is already looking ahead to the next 
Formula One rounds of the season after securing a tenth place 
finish at Silverstone. 

The Force India driver looked at one stage as if he was on for a 
points finish, but had to settle for a place in the top set. 

Nevertheless Fisichella was still delighted after achieving what 
the Silverstone-based team had set out to do at the British Grand 
Prix. 

Fie said: “It’s a great step forward and I’m really looking forward 
to the next races now. The team did a fantastic job. 

“We thought it would be difficult, but actually today was a very 
good race for me and we achieved the maximum we could do. 

“It was a fun race. I had a good start and then on the first lap I 
overtook many drivers and even on the second lap I overtook 
Kubica and the two Renaults, so I was very focussed at the 
beginning. 

“It was very important with my strategy to do this as we didn’t 
have such a great starting position because of the red flag 
yesterday in qualifying.” 

Team-mate Adrian Sutil had to start from the pit lane after his 
qualifying smash necessitated a hasty rebuilding job. 

Sutil went off at the Abbey chicane after a brake failure near 
the end of qualifying one which saw him placed 18th on the grid. 

Fie then suffered fuel pressure problems on the formation lap 
before finishing 17th. 

Fie said: “We missed a big opportunity to qualify well because of 
the crash and the race was not spectacular as a result. 

“I was really just driving around without much chance of 
overtaking anyone so it was a little boring, but it’s another finish 
at least. 

“Let’s move onto Germany where I hope I can really take 
advantage of the new parts we had this weekend.” 

Team owner Dr Vijay Mallya was delighted with the efforts of his 
team. 

“It was a very impressive race performance from Force India,” 
he said. 

“We had our fair share of bad luck in qualifying with Adrian’s 
shunt, which unfortunately ruined Fisi’s lap as well. 

“Who knows, if we had started further up the grid as we had 
hoped maybe points would have been in reach today.”

German lauds Silverstone fans 
as famous track bids farewell to 
the British Grand Prix in style

SEBASTIAN Vettel let the world 
know the Formula One title 
race is not done and dusted just 
yet after cruising to victory in 
Sunday’s British Grand Prix. 

Vetters Red Bull Racing team 
were completely dominant over 
the three days of the event, with 
the German topping the 
timesheets in both Friday prac¬ 
tice sessions before sealing pole 
position on Saturday. 

After beating Brawn GP’s 
Rubens Barrichello to the first 
corner off the start, Vettel never 
looked back and sealed a com¬ 
fortable win by more than 15 
seconds from team-mate Mark 
Webber. 

Vettel said: “I regret a little bit 
that I’m not an Englishman 
because the fans are fantastic. 
On the last two laps I could see 
people standing up and cheer¬ 
ing. 

“I felt that I wanted to wave

and say thank you, but then I 
said no because there have been 
stories in the past where it didn’t 
look too good with drivers doing 
it. 

“When I crossed the line it was 
unbelievable and the whole 
podium ceremony was fantas¬ 
tic.” 

It was set to be the last British 
Grand Prix to be held at Silver- 
stone, but the weekend will be 
most likely remembered for Fri¬ 
day’s shock announcement that 
eight of the teams are to leave FI 
and set up their own series in 
2010 . 

There has been persistent 
speculation that the Formula 
One Team Association (FOTA) 
series is set to race at the 
Northamptonshire venue next 
season, with a leaked copy of 
what is apparently next year’s 
calendar for the breakaway 
championship seeming to con¬ 
firm this. 

Towards the end of last week, 
British Racing Drivers’ Club 
chairman Robert Brooks said the 
track would consider hosting a 
round of the new championship. 

“We’re a business and if there 
was another race we would 
have to consider it, but we are 
very much part of the Formula 


One family,” he said. 

There is also mounting specu¬ 
lation Silverstone will host next 
year’s Formula One British 
Grand Prix should future host 
Donington Park not be ready in 
time. 

The row between the construc¬ 
tors and the sport’s governing 
body has left the two Northamp¬ 
tonshire teams on opposite sides 
of the divide. 

Force India have already com¬ 
mitted to race in FI next year, 
while Brawn are one of the eight 
FOTA teams that have decided to 
go it alone. 

However, should the break¬ 
away series come to fruition, 
McLaren chief executive and 
FOTA Sporting Regulations 
chairman Martin Whitmarsh 
said in Friday’s press conference 
that Force India and others 
would be welcome to join the 
championship. 

Little has been heard of from 
either side since the FIA 
announced their intention to 
sue the eight teams late last 
week. 

Its World Motorsport Council 
was also due to meet yesterday 
and it was expected that the fall¬ 
out from the weekend would 
dominate the meeting.
